Ue said that 
tbe senator from the Twelfth (Kdd>) had 
attempted to Intimidate blm In bis support of 
tbe resolution by making a motion to ctdl the 
capitol building bill back from the house. 


- The senator c»n crack-bis whip It he deslres.- 


Ue Intended to give the resolutien his hearty 
support. Tbere had boon too much extrava- 
gance. He would call for tbe yeas and nays. 


Senator Moyuaban said he was not afraid 


of going on record, and he favored tbe adop- 
tion of tbe -resolution. 
Senator Vnynahan 


said tbere bad bocu a report that there were 
too many clerks, but the senate had no official 
notice to that effect. 


Ssnator Howard urged that now was the 


time to act. The object of the amendment 
la to kill the original resolution.

ymra as during tbe put foaryoars there

rangements should be made M to buildings, 
as the pmltentlaiy will not hold 1,400, which 


Senator Moynahan offered an amendment 


that no labor shall be performed off the 
grounds except such as relates to business of 
that Institution. 


Senator Til ford offered an amendment that 


nq convict labor should oe fJiuplojod In the 
erectlqu ot state and public buildings. 


He mado an argument' In favor of tlie 


amendment, saying that be was opposed to a 
state hospital being erected by convict labor. 
He thought that tho amendments proponed 
would obviate the objections that Imd been 
raised. As for blrnsolf lie considered tu»t It 
would be a disgrace to the state to erect a cap- 
Itol or any public building by convict labor. 
_ Senator Eddy, moved that the_ '••ouiuitttoo 
rlae. Lost. 


Senator Stevenson said that If tbe bjll was 


Of an obnoxious character it should be nut 
here. Something should be done in regard to 
the penitentiary, but the prooent discussion 
was unfair. If tho bill la not right, offer a 
substitute. "What is the use ot discussing 
the laboi question as tbe Wll-now-stands?" 
Senator Stevenson spoke in favor of the 
laboring classes. He was unl afraid of the 
record of bla votes iu the senate. 


Senator Cornish said that he would oppose 


the bill, even If It tost the state SJ,000,000. 
He would gtanti by the friends ot labor. 


Senator Mojnalmn challocned any member 


of the senate to show that be bad ever ca«t a 
vote against tbe interest of the laboring class- 
es, but he would not be dictated to by any 
commute*. He believed that the bill as 
amended was beneficial to the state and labor- 
Ing men. 


Senator Corfiish explained that he did not 


wl«h to be nnrierstnnd 83 attacking tbe record 
of Senator Moyimuan on the labor question. 


Senator Galloway said that the discussion 


bad taken a very wide limit. He declared 
that Other and older states had used this sys- 
tem to an-advam«ge.- The-senator- sent -a 
letter to the clerk which >v> bad road as a part 
of bis argument. The letter related to the 
successful management of tbe system in Ne-- 
braska. Continuing, he said it wag mere 
twaddle to talk about cuuvlcts coming Into 
contact with the laboring classes. Manufac- 
turers ot this btate are now compelled to com- 
pete with articles that are manufactured In 
tbe e*«t by convict labor. It will 'site two 
men on the outside to supply a convict on tho 
inside with materials. Eveiytbln* objection- 
able in the bill should be stricken out, but 
pilson labor should be made self sustaining. 


Senator Stead said tbere were only three 


convicts in the penitentiary to every 2,000 on 
the outside. There would be but little com- 
petition between prison labor and laborers 
generally. 


Senator Stevenson said that as lie under- 


stood It the objection of laboring men was 
that tbere were to be roving penitentiaries 
over the state. But by amendments that 
there should be only Uo places for tbcoo in- 
stitutions and that the prisoners should not 
work outside the walls wonld N.XUI tu uic&t 
these objections. 


Senator Cornish asked to have the amend- 


ments read. They were read and adopted. 


On motion of Senator Moyaaban tbe com- 


mittee rose and reported progress. 


On motion of Senator Eltlrs the senate ad- 


journed.

It hag been said that the state peni- 
tentiary nlll eventually-drive the state to 
bankruptcy, and hence be favored tbe bill. 
Appropriations tsked at every session are 
larger. Under no circumstances would Mr. 
Stout, the proposed lessee, enter Into a con- 
tract it the rate was placed at 45 cents per 
day. 


Senator Hall replied that in fixing tbe tate 
'at 60 cents Senator Moynahan did not take 
into consideration the oarnlnps of prisoners. 


Senators Moynahan and Hall discussed tho
